Thinks U. S. Is Cheating It 
Panama

PANAMA CITY, PANAMA — Delayed - In 
the broad context of world affairs this continuing 
unpleasantness in Panama over the Canal Zone 
question seems remote and at times unimportant. 


Clipped away from the overall fabric of global 
business and Uncle Sam’s own far-flung interests, 


it becomes a dramatic situation of immense 
significance and one of which the American people 
must become fully aware. 


The Panama Canal operation is a big business 
in which the United States is engaged, and has 
been since the 50-mile ribbon of man-made strait 
joining the Atlantic with the Pacific started serv­ 
ing world commerce back in 1914. 


Because of the size of the business and its 
implications and because of the Panama Repub­ 
lic’s expanding desire for progress in achieving 
its own nationalistic aspirations, the disenchant­ 
ment here with it all is about complete. 


The Panamanians think frankly and with few 
reservations that America is cheating them. 


My impression, after talking with a dozen or 


more highest echelon government people on both 
sides of the fence, is that they have a valid case. 


The Canal Zone problem is a complex one. 
America’s policy from nearly the time the canal 
opened has vastly compounded the complexity. 


What the stupidity of this policy has done, es-

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LBJ Message Discloses New Missiles 


WASHINGTON (U P I)-P resi- 
dent Johnson sent Congress a 
special message on defense to­ 
day, dis losing plans to develop 
a new submarine-carried ballis­ 
tic missile with twice the de­ 
structive power of the Polaris. 


Called the Poseidon, the new 
missile was one of a range of 
new strategic weapons outlined 
by the President as means of 
keeping 
American 
retaliatory 
power ever ready to deter at­ 
tack. 


The 
President said that a 
new short-range attack missile 
called Sram will be developed 
for possible deployment on B52 
or other bombers. It will be a 
winged missile, 
a 
“ vast 
im. 
provement” over present types. 


Despite improvements in mil­ 
itary power to be made in the 
fiscal year starting next July I, 
Johnson said expansion in pre­ 
vious years and rigorous econo­ 
mies will make it possible to 
cut defense spending $300 mil­ 
lion.

M artin Luther King Jr. with his 
fist shortly after the integra- 
Hon leader was registered in a 
plush downtown hotel. 


The incident came after King 
had been registered without fan­ 
fare along with 12 other Ne­ 
groes in the century-old Hotel 
Albert. And it followed a mas­ 
sive and successful integration 
drive by King and some 300 Ne­ 
groes 
that 
had 
taken 
place 
without opposition from city of­ 
ficials. 


The man who slugged King 
was identified as Jerry Robin, 
son, a member of the National 
States Rights party. Robinson 
had worked his way through a 
small crowd in the lobby of the 
hotel 
and asked King 
if he 
could speak to him. 


“ What do you w ant?” King 
replied. 


Then Robinson struck King a 
glancing 
blow 
on 
the

cheek, rocking King backward. 


King’s associates swarmed on 
the white man and pinned his 
arm s to his sides. 


Two police officers standing 
nearby rushed into the crowd, 
grabbed Robinson and told him, 
“ You are under arrest.”

Losing Ground 
Churchill Clings 
To Thread of Life 


LONDON (UPI) —Sir Winston 
Churchill lost more ground to­ 
day and slipped peacefully near 
death. His valiant heart faltered 
but his will to live persevered. 


“ Sir Winston had a restful 
night,” a medical bulletin re­ 
leased at 11:50 a.m. (6:50 a.m. 
EST) said. “ He is a little weak­ 
er but there is nothing further 
to report.” 


A British Medical Associaton 
spokesman, commenting on the 
report, said Churchill’s illness 
appears to be following the 
norm al pattern.” 


“There is no indication of any 
great change in Sir Winston’s 
condition,” he said. 


Lord Moran, Churchill’s phys­ 
ician and long-time friend, said 
the next bulletin will be issued 
at about 8.30 p.m. (3:30 p.m. 
EST). 


Mrs. Sylvia Henley, L a d y 
Churchill’s cousin, told news­ 
men today after a visit to the 
Churchill 
residence that 
Sir 
Winston was “ very quiet.” 


“ He is very much asleep,” 
she said, “the nurses are at his 
bedside but everyone else is 
resting.’ ’ 


Fears Heightened

The pressures of a stroke, 
weakening circulation and old

Churchill’s dwindling strength 
as he lay in a deep coma.
